I’espect and a willingness on the 
part of youth to maintain and 
improve them, then they will 
destroy them in front of your 
very eyes. There i.sn’t a youth 
living who would energetically 
help to build any building and 
then break the windows in il 
after dark. The point which I 
make is that a successful youth 
program should l)o built, in par'., 
by youth. Wc need inatur“e load¬ 
ers to organize the strength of 
this youth. Just as with our¬ 
selves, youth too has it’s lead¬ 
ers. If you desii*e communica¬ 
tion in “inter” or “intra” fash¬ 
ion in groups then let their 
leaders express themselves. Per¬ 
haps a “big brother” program 
can do more to improve a situa¬ 
tion and be more personal than 
any new recreation center. 

In summary what I liave real¬ 
ly attempted to ponvey is “you 
can’t simply buy recreation or 
pleasure for youth. You must 
have them help to create'it.” If 
this was practised then the win¬ 
dows in our cemetery garage 
would not be broken, our neigh¬ 
bors’ Christmas lights would riot 
l>c stolen, the grass on our school 
house lawn would not be ruined, 
and groups of youth would not 
block the sidewalk entrances of 
our shopping marts.

These include the love and 
admiration any child should ex-i 
pect and a reasonable amount of 
tc-lerance for the errors of omi.s- 
eion which may be relative in the 
growth of any off spring. We, as 
parents, owe our children a re¬ 
ligious environment in our home 
and an opportunity to attend the 
local church of their choice. Wc 
owe our children an opportunity 
for self expression within certain 
limits. We owe them an opportun¬ 
ity to exploit their talents 
through education and the devel¬ 
opment of their hobbies. Al¬ 
though‘the roots of tliese expres¬ 
sions are sprouted in the home 
they are nurtured on a communi¬ 
ty basis, by the overall adminis¬ 
tration of Town Agencies. So wo 
owe them :m opportunity to col- 
leetivelj’- express themselves 
through supervised centers of 
recreation. I believe that the peo¬ 
ple of Agawam have provided 
their youth with all thiit is ex¬ 
pressed above. Some will not 
agree I’m sure. 

On the other side of the scale, 
what do the youth of Agawam 
owe their family, ^nd the com¬ 
munity. First they owe the re¬ 
spect that any lady and gentle¬ 
men would have for anyone, not 
ju-t older people. The cost of 
this possession is “Free” and it’s 
value is “Priceless.” Each youth 
owes the energy and desire to 
develop his mental and physical 
talents to their greatest poten¬ 
tial. He not only cheats himself 
but he cheats on society when he 
fails in this respect.

Nine chances out of ten the hist song you evei’ learned to sing 
■was “Jingle Bells, Jingle all the way!” Jtemcmber? 

If you listen to today’s children of tlu-ee or four years old aren’t 
they too singing this meri'y old tune which has come down through 
generations with the quick trotting beat of a horse's lioofs mulfled 
in the snow ? 

Tlie child can no doubt chant a few TV commercials but some¬ 
how Jingle Bells manages to work itself into his jumbled repertoire. 
The tune demand.s action and you usually see the child liopping, 
dancing, twirling, waving his arms or tapping on something while 
he sings. He probably has no idea what a one horse open sleigh is, 
but he sings about it anyway, even in July. He sings loud and clear 
whether he is at howe in the kitchen, at the shoe store, riding in 
the car or in a gi’ocery cait. Don’t be surprised if you hear Jiiagle 
Bells burst out any time, any where. 

The fu'st human voice ever to liven things up with this jolly 
tune was that of the author, Jai'nes Piei’pont, who apparently awoke 
one moi’ning with the song going around merrily in his head. That 
was about the year 1850 when he lived with his wife and three 
children on Mystic Street in Medford, Mass. He wrote it down and, 
having no piano, went down the street to the home of Mrs. Otis 
Waterman near Medford Square. Mrs. Waterman was a singer of 
some talent herself and was delighted with the bright and cheerful 
"jingle.” 

James Pierpont sang of things he knew so well. Sleighing was 
a favorite sport in his day. Tliere were sleighing races for the light 
rigs, and often the contests wore spontaneous and unplanned, for it 
oidy took a dare, a shouted challenge to start a spirited da.sh along 
the road. Heavy sleds took to the highways too, loaded with young 
folks who, after donning layer upon layer of wool clothes, had no 
fear of zero weather. On holidays and Sundays the main streets of 
the big cities were as animated and noisy as a parade scene. 

Since it was the motion of the horses that made the sleigh bells 
ring, the notes of the song. Jingle Bells, are actually the timing of <a 
fast-trotting horse’s hoofs. 

“Dashing thro' tha snow in a one horse open sleigh, 

O’re the fields we go, laughing all the way; 

Bells on bob-tail ring, making spirits bright. 

What fun it is to ride and sing a sleighing song tonight!” 

Although James Pierpont wrote other songs, some for min¬ 
strels in the manner of Stephen Foster, none ha.s withstood the pass- 
iiTg- year.s as well as this. Pierpont had a big imagination and was 
inclined to be a wanderer himself. His father was a minister but 
James could never settle down to serious or prolonged study. As a 
teenager he. had gone adventuring to California during the Clipper 
Ship days. fte maiTied and had three children while in Massachu¬ 
setts and-'when his wife died he went south, where he married again 
and had five more children. Dui'ing the War, times were hai'd and 
he did whatever he could to earn a living. He managed to care for 
his family but never earned much fi*om his songs, which are a per¬ 
manent contribution to us of later generations. 

The second verse of our still popular Jingle Bells;- 
“A day or two ago, I thought I'd take a ride. 

And soon Miss Fannie Bright was seated by my side; 

The horse was lean and lank, misfortune seem’d his lot, 

He got into a drifted bank, and we, we got up-sol.” 

Tlie third verse is just as meny as the others. 

“Now the gi’ound is white, go it while you’re young, 

Take the girls tonight, and sing this sleighing song; 

Just get a bob-tailed nag, two-forty for his speed, 

Then hitch him to an open sleigh, and crack! you’ll take 
the lead!” 

Chorus 

“Jingle, bells! Jingle, bell! 

Jingle all the way! 

Oh, what fun it is to ride 
In a one-horse open sleigh!” 

An old song book says that this chorus should be accomplished 
by “jingling glasses.” Perhaps by that is meant taking good quality 
drinking glasses or goblets and putting different amounts of water j
